Ilfow for the skill of or¬ 
dering Battfiles,itisnotto be learned out of the pradife 
(four daycs, wherein when we come into the field, we mthp 
fhewes, and muilers rather, then ob/erue any formes of 
Battailei forvfe: Battaihs muU not be alwayes of one 
figure. The wife QeneraU of ancienter times, fafhioned

He that ts acquainted but with one forme, if 
be be forced to change that vpon the fudden, difordereth 
hiscroopes, and brmgeth all into aconfufion Thekp'.w- 
ied^eofthefrmes of bittaiies being then fo necefary for 
a (fienerfil, f'fis little'Famphletmull needs be weLome to 
them thaiciefnethe mannagtng of fields, and the command 
of Armies.

T His Chapter and the next, feeme notto hold their right place: for 
being (ei before the manner how to wheele, and likcwife before clo- 
fingS; and inferred betwixt the motions of the * J^halange (to which »Batwilt,' 
motions, or to one of them, the manner of wheeling and cUfwgs appertaine) 
they interrupt the method or orderly handling of the faid motions; which 
method vSlian curioufly obferueth through his whole Booke. Befides, 
/;^‘ihimfclfe,ato a manner pointeth out the true place of them, in that in 
the 24 Chapter, rehearfing fliortly the appellations or words of Military 
difciplincj he placcth thefc formes after "induction and Dedudtion : I take 
it therefore, that their proper place is after the 37 Chapter, the rather, be- 
caufe all the formes of Marches from thenceforth handledjare either Squares 
of the one kindc or other,or elfe fpring out of thefc Squares.' I ^ notedbe- ^ 
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fore, that there arc three kinds of Squares; one, that hath a longer front 
thcnflankc; another, that hath a longer flanke, then front i the third, that 
hath the front flanke cquall. Of the third vSlian fpeaketh in the 42 
Chapter, of the lirft and fecond in this Chapter: of thefc two therefore I 
will treat in order.

For breadth (I hauc remembred it be¬ 
forehand length of a Phalange are all oncdii this fenfe is the word rtkiyuf vfed 
by LJrrian^ being applied to the manner of bearing of a Pike. He teileth 
that ^^lexander traniported his Army ouer the riucr ishr,10 inuadc the ter¬ 
ritory of the Getes j and hath thus.

that the file leaders with one ioynt force might ledge and bcare downe the 
high-growne Cornc, and make eaficr paflage for ihofethat followed. If 
they had carried them out Hope, or oblique (which is the other fignificati- 
onof the word) it hadbccne no more, then the particular force of cuery 
man a part, that held his Pike Poping; bcfides that, they would haue bcene 
intangicd in the Come ; whereas the bearing of them croffc parrallcil with 
the front, was the ioynt force of fo many file-leaders, as did thruft forward 
againft the Cornc. Therefore as when the Pike is borne in full length crofle 
the front of the battaiJe, the pofturc of the Pike is faid to be fo is a 

Phalange termed that hath a front ftrecched out in cuen length, and 
oppofed againft the eucn front of the aduerfe batraile of the enemy.

He faith, that Scipio or dered the Ualiati and their enfignesfirft of all the refit ctnd in 
frmt, amigaue menials to their maniples', behindethem the Primipes, not againfi 
the mtenuls of the HaHati, as the Roman manner was, but behindethem in aright 
line (bicaufe of the multitude ofthe Enemies Elephants :) and lafily,thc Triaru. On 
the wing of the leftfianke he rangtd C , Leliiis with the Italian Horfi vnder him: on 
the right MalPaixmo., and all the Tfumidian Horfe, which he commanded, Thein- 
tcruals of the/^y?

Handing, if truly examined, cannot according to the Grecian pradtife come 
vvithinthe compaflcof that name. For the Grecians, as I laid, drew their 
Companies feucrally each into a file 5 and laying foure,or flue,or fix,or more 
of them together, made a body , the depth whereof much exceeded the 
length or breadth, the front being of 4.5. or men in ranki, the depth of 
100,whereas the Kqmans, as appeareth hy Polfrius, kept their ordinary 
rnannci ofcmbattclling, fauing that they placed ihein prinetpes not againft 
the internals of theHaflati, as their cuftomewas, biic diredlly behinde the 
Miniples of the Hallati, to the end the Elephants of the Carthaginians might 
haue an cnipty and void lane, as it were, to pafie through their whole Ar¬ 
my: As for the Roman Maniples theyconfifled of two parts ioyned toge¬ 
ther, which tl^y called ^ Ordines , a-ni. euery contained 60 men, com- k Ofi» 
manded by a Captainc; fo that the Maniple had in it 120 men,and two Cap- "* 
taines or Cciiturions. Thefe 120 men being digefled iato files, containing 10 
mcnapccce(forrhatwasthelengthoffile,ar. ^ the depth of the Maniple) 
make 1 2 files, which flood one by another ranged mfront, not flretched one 
after another But becaufethe Maniples of the Haflati principes, 

andcheTnanj, flooddiredlly one after another', therefore Appian caWtd

fye many a dart,the Macedonians fought with ffeares: T hefrf Macedonians that 
cameto'hands withthe]?Qtl\SLn.s,were cutapeecesfghtingvaliantly,faue onlythofethat 
retiredvntoA\cx.a'a.dGt,who was now neere aduaneed with the right wmg:Hehim ', df 
frf ofall charged the Perfians, where the principalfrength ofthe whole body oftbar 
horfe and the Generals ofthe field fiood 5 about him was a firong fight, and m the 
meane time one troupe after another pafjedeafily ouer the riuer. This paifage of the 
Hiftory is long, and therefore I forbeare to recite the reft, onely I adde, that 
after a long fight thewere forced to fiye, and the viiftoryreniaim.d 
with Alexander^ And this, that I haue recited, may ferue to fhew the vfeof 
thiskindeof Loxe-phalange, which was pra(ftifed by Alexander to no other 
end, then to gaine thepajfage of the rtuer 5 for in this forme hee would ncuer 
haue fought, nor is there any prefident for it out of his battels ranged vpon 
eucn ground, where he might haue chofen the forme he liked beft; bur here 
he was to get euer a riuer, the enemy held the bankes on the other lide with 
loooo.HoikoTdQTQd in abroad phalange -y the riuer was full of lhallowes 
and depths ,and thereby hardly pallable; the bankes on the other fide tlet|TC 
and broken, and hard to afeend : Parmenio di&vadG 6 .h.im to lead in a wing 
or/;rr/?,andhimfelfehadnogrcatfancieto aduenture in that forme. In a 
broad-fronted phalange he could not, which mu ft needs haue beene brokcii by 
the vnequall footing in the bottomeof.the riuer ? What did hee then ? k-e 
thought beft to choofo a paflable foord, and through it to, put ouer the n'|!ht 
wing of his Army flope-wifo toward the further banke, whither vvlicnmcy 
came, they fhouldproceed againft the ftreame^ that the front being ftillex- 
fended, and the reft comming vp and ioyning, he might front toward and 
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charge the Enemy And that this was his meaning is plaine 

by who rchearfing the fame Stratagem, fiiith, that led his 

Array in that forme along die further banke to the end to ouer-front the E- 
nemics Horlc-battailc: So that this kinde oi Loxe or vneuen-fronted Ph^.. 
lange is no lormc to fight in, as I conceiue, but hath beene fometimes taken 
vp,asamcanes to atcaincto a ground fit for a better forme; as Alexander 
changed it as foone as he came to the banks ot the riuer on the other fide, 

The ocher (as I faid) great Generals haue vfcd, and by it haue gained 
great victories. I will adde an example or two, whereby the vie of ^ may 
moreclcarely appeare : Epamtnondasi\\Q Theban in a field againft the Lace- 
dmoniam, gained a famous vidory by this forme *. Diadorm Siculus writech oUd.sk.Li 
thus, The^ DJEOtians alfpbeing ready to fight, the hattailes enhoth ftdeswcrefafhioned 
mthisorder: Amongjfthe Lacedemonians tk Chiefetainesof tkraceofUQzcn- 
ks had the wings (vi^.

2 . Prouixis or fore-fronting.] 1 haue fhewed before in the notes vpon the 
feuenth Chapter, that the light.Armed were diuerfly placed in the front,in the 
reare, on the wings, within the battell; when they are placed beforCj it is 
called Protaxis, fee the figure here; ^ Ptolomk and Seleucm being to fight a- Ditul.siUiti 
gainft Demetrius, who had many Elephants, placed the light armed before, to . 
the intent to wound the Elephants and turne them away from their Pha¬ 
lange : fo Alexander, fb Darius,ox. the battaile of placed darters and fingers 

before the fronts oftheir fhalahge : they ferue greatly to annoy the Enemy be¬ 
ing fo placed, efpecially being not cnarged with horfe or pikes ^ if they be 
charged with either, they are to retire into the internals of their owne bat¬ 
taile of pikes: See onofander cited by me in my notes vpon the / Chapter of 
this Bookc.

out entirely without diui f on. 

Entaxis] Incifion is alwayes of the light armed into the Jpaieso^ the ar¬ 
med.

6, Hypotaxis.] Placing o’the light armed on the wings was much vfcd 
in ancient time, as the manner is alfoat this day; but %/£lidn would haue

Hefe precepts of about of faces, of whts!mg,m\ dou¬ 
ble rvhed'mgoi the battaile, and of reducing it to thefirh p- 
y?«r^,areof great vie in (i)fodainc approaches of the Ene¬ 
my, whether he ifiewhimfelfe on the right or left hand, ot 
in thereareof our march. The like may be laid ol Counter^ 
marches^ which the Macedonians are held to be the inuen- 
ters of the MacedonianA-hc Lacedemontans of the Lacedenmnaih from whom the 
Appellations arc accordingly drawne. The Hilfories witncfle,that 
(who much enlarged the Macedonian Kingdome, and oucr-came the Grccum 
in a battaile at Chmnta, and madehimfeife Generali GiGrtcia) and iikewife 
his Sonne Alexander^ who in ihort time conquered all Afu^ made fmall ac¬ 
count of the Macedoman countermarch^ vnlefTe ncccflity forced it j and that by 
vfeof the Lacedemomanfhicf both became vi ‘torious oucr cheirenemics.For 
the Macedonian countermarch, the Enemy falling vpon thcreare, is caufe of 
great diforder, in afmuch as the hinder moll marching vptorhc front, and 
making fhew of running away, it more incourageth and cmbokicneth the 
Enemy to fall on, for feare and purfuit of the Enemy is ordinarily incident 
to this Countermarch : Lacedimoim countermarch G of conrraryef- 

feil* for when the Enemy fliewes hi mleife in xhertare^ the fikJc.J.ers with 
their followers brauelyaduancing,andoppoiingtheiiiielucs, itilriketh nc 
fmall feare and terror into their mindes.

«Wheeling- being in order or clofi order , you arc to' wheele it about to your right left 
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hand^ and fo to oppofe the front againft the Enemy. But in boththefe mo¬ 
tions the caution of vSlm is, that the Enemy furprize you not whileft you 
are in the a 'tion of countermarch or wheeling, left taking his aduantage, hce 
charge you being in diforder. Therefore if he come to neerc,that you haue 
no libci ty to countermarch or wheele, your onely refuge is to ^ face about to the ^ Facicg, 
right or left hand, for fo he fhall not be able to giue vpon your backe; If chc 
enemy appearc vpon any flanke, countermarch of the Front will not auaile, 
much Icfte doubling againft the flanke ofranks, or files, but you muft either 
wheele your Front to the flanke, or ifyou haue not time enough fotodoe, 
you are to face your battell to that hand; The vfe of thefe motions hath been 
handled in their feuerall Chapters more at large.

i*J^Hcordmiy motions in a Phalange arc all reprefented by e/£/w;f. Now 
c ^ ‘^^^■‘'oeth nee to fpeake of Signes, which dircd,and are mcanes ofeffc- 
ding allthefe motions,imd without which the Army is no Army,butrcmains 
a body vngoiiernable, and may aptly be reicnibled to a Shippe that hath no 
rudder: ForasaShipin atempeftisdriuenbyallwindes, tofted by waues 
thrownc cuery vyay vpon rockes, vpon lands,vpon dangerous ihoarcs thatis 
not guided by the Mafter, who ftandeth and moueth at the helme* So an Ar¬ 
my not directed by fgnes,i\nd forecaft ofthc General,is carried away throuo-h 
^noranccand violence of affediion, fometimes ofanger^ fometimes offcare 
fomeumesof reuenge, and other vnbridlcd dcfircs, aiidbreakethorelfcfal-

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fethintoconfufion through difordcr, working little againft the cnciny, nay 
rather giuing him meanes of a certaine vitoy. The fhippc is like the Ar nn 
the Generali like the Maftcr,the words ofDiredion like the Rudder,guidmu 
all and cucry motion of the Array :For the Army being a body of nuny hcaur. 
whereof euery one hath a feiierall fenfe, hangeth together not by the naturali 
coherence and knitting of one member to another, but by artificial! ioynina 
of man to man,file to file,body to body, whereby it is gathered together in^ 
to one Mafle, and figured into marw members and ioynts,and ruled not by 
thereafon and iudgement of it felfe, but by the reafon and vndcrftandino- 
of the Generali. So that no man is to demand why this or that is comniarr. 
dedjbut is to execute it alone for Cdufe^bicaufe it is commmdd-JXx^ Gene¬ 

rali then being to Command, and direB the actions of the whole Army, 
ought to finde out meanes to fpcake and difeourfe with them all at once* 
in luch a language, as it were, that all may vnderRand at once. For the oc¬ 
currence ofwarre being 'oftentimes fudden, and once fiipt by, irrccouera 
ble,require fudden meanes of fpcedy diredtion, chat nothing fall out fo vii - 
looked for, but the Army may haue notice how to preuentand auoid , or 
clfe to turne it to their moft aduantage; the rather becaufe in wane, fafet v 
and life come in qiieftion, in lofle of which, no pardon of negligence can be 
admitted. And {being there are two principal! fences of aduercifemenr the 
core the one,the ocher the eysjthe eare to heare all manner of founds, the eye to 
difeerne all manner of colours and {Rapes, it hath been the witty inuentions 
fo ancient Generals, to informe their Armies by the one, and by the other: 
by the eye when there was no vfe of the etire ; by the eare when the eye could 
not be informed :The true obferuation and vfe of thefe fignes auaile much in 
/.j . c. y. warre. ^Vegetius faith, that nothing frofteth more to viBory^then to obey the admo¬ 
nition of fignes. Former experience hath , taught, that thtnegUB or error of 
{ignes,hath brought in great inconueniences,and quite ouerthrownc thecn- 
terpriles in hand. ^Polybius remembreth it in Aratm the elder, a G encrali oi' 
y ^ Achdans, Cratus, faith hee, the Generali of the Achaians, feeking to get the 

CyjKthian City by a plotjOgreed with thofie ofhis party within the Citie/vpon a cert am 
time to come by night to theriuer that runneth by Cynttht^here refrejhmg and fray¬ 
ing his Army a whiles and that thofe within taking their time^ Jhouldfend'ahout mid¬ 
day out of the gatefecretly one oftheir companions^ toft and in a cloakc by a hill appom 
tedj which was not farre from the Citie, togiue aduertifiment to Aratus to march om, 
and that the reft about that time Jhould lay hands vpon the Polemarches, ( that v Qd 
to guard the gates)while they repo fed themfelues andfiept : And that thu done.tkt^y 
Acheans fimld with all (JeedhABcn to the gates,out oftheir Ambujh. Thefe things 
concluded,and the time approaching, AioXus came accordingly, and folding him felfe by 
the riuer,awaited thefignall: About the fifth houre, one ofthe Citie an owner offbeepf 
that bore extraordinary fine wooll, & were vfiually feeding about the Citie,came out of 
the City gate in a cloake,defirous to Jpeakewith the Jhepheardabout feme priuatc bufi- 
ncjfeofhisowne, and ftandingvpon the fame hill, looked round about forthefheep. 
heard. Aratus and hisfolke imagining this to he the expeBedfignall^ ran in all baft 
to ward the Citie font becaufe nothing was ready within,the gates were quickly fimt,and 
not onely Aratus mifified of his purpoje, but the Citizens alfo that cenjpired with him. 
fell into great miff or tunes, being taken with the manner, and prcfently brought forth 
and put to death. This may be an example of error and mifprifion of the figm: 
Of the neglcB, and likewife of the like error and mifpri fion,there is a notable 

example 
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example in 'C^i/vComentaries in the {iege of Alexia, Where haulng^ 
wo'ithe Enemies campe, lying vpona hillneerc the Towne, founded a retreat to h% 
army that was in fight .• the Enftgnes ofthe tenth legion made a ftand, but the Souldi- 
cisof the other legions not hearing the found of the trumpet, by reafon of a valley, be- 
yond which they were-^ were yet held backc by the Tribunes and Legats, as CsfsLthad 
giiicn direBion. llotwithBanding, being puffed vp with the hope of a fpeedy viBory, 
and with the fight of Bis Enemy, and their happy battailes offormer times, thinking 
nothing fo hard that it might not he atchieued by their valour, they made m end of 
their cbace, till they came neere to the Wall, Oates of the Towne •, and fomc of 
them cniringat a gate, otherfime clymbing vp the wall, imagined they had gotten 
pffifUon of the towne. In the meane time the Enemies forces, who were bufic in forti. 
ftng without on the other fide of the towne, being acquainted herewith by mejjage,fent 
their horfe before, and followed after themfelues, and in great numbers charged the 
Romans .• The fght was hard, the enemy truBing to the aduantage of the place and 
to their number, the Romans to their valour, when on the fudden were feene on the 
o^enfideofthe^om^nstheHeduanHorfervhofiruedinQ^^kzs's.^mie, andwere 
by bimfent on the right hand to get vp the hill another way : they by likemffe of their 
armour put Caviars fouldiers in a great feare. And although it might eafily 
be difeerned, that their left (houlder was vnarmtd, which was the figne offuch as were 
friends, yet the Romans concerned them to be enemies, and to vfe that deuice onely to 
mr. reach and entrap them . Being oppreffedon all hands, and 4^ ^ Centurions Jldine, Three were 49 
they were beaten from their ground with the Ioffe offew Icffe then joo men. Cafars Ccmurieiu in* 
Souldiers here offended in both kindcs hi the mgleB of their Generals Com^ 
mand, which he gtiue by figne, and in miBaking thefigne, which was vfuall for 
the Heduans to be knowne by. Cfftrs iudgement of che{e two faults appea- 
reth in his fpeech, which he made to his Army prefently vpon the Ioffe 5 in 
which he reprehended their rafhnefje, in that they would needs take vpon them to iudge 
how farre they were to proceede, and neither be held in with the figne of retreat that 
wasgiuen, roryct be commanded by the Tribunes and Legates. He Jhewed of what 
force the diftduantage ofground was, and what his opinion was before this time at A- 
mYicum,wherefirprif ngthe Enemy without a Generali and Horfe, heletanafju- 
rcdviBory flip out of his hand, becaufe he would mt hazard, no not a fmall Ioffe in 
fight vpon inequality of ground. As much as he admired their braue mindes and re- 
fohtion, whom neither the fortifications of the Enemies Campe, nor the height of the 
Aiountaine, nor the wall of the Towne could hold backe^ fimuch hee reprehended 
their prefumption and arrogancy, in that about the viBory and iffue of things, they pre¬ 
ferred their owne conceits before the opinion oftheir Generali: Eor his part he required 
ifwsll modi si) and cmtinzncie in a Souldier,as valour and magnanimity. 

So C afar infinuacing that obedience and hetdfulnejfe were two principall ver- 
cues in a Souldicr 5 by the one to be ready at all commands, by the other to 
f.wc«/5withdifcretion what was commanded : by want of heedfulnelTe 
they perceiued not the which was propofed vnto them, and 

miftooke the marke of the Heduans, whom they efteemed for their foes ; by 
want of obedience to their Officers, they incurred the danger and lolTc which 
they fuftained : diligent care therefore is to be had of ftgnes, by which the 
mindeofthe Generali in all diredlions is declared, and as it were fet before 
the eyes of the whole Army,

from the fuperior Officers to the inferior, and from them to the Souldicr.- 
the kindes of fgnes that were deliucred arc reckoned vp in this Chapter, be - 
ing in number two j for they were prefented either to thee^r^f or to the eye 
to the eare, as all founds, whether mans nuoice or trumpets, or other biHraments 
of which were prefented for diredion or motion of the Army. To 
theqf, as all mute fignesiib they are called which haue no found) which 
were fet vp to the view of the Souldier for dire6t ion likewifc; Both of thefe 
kinds were either ordinary oi extr air dinary ; ordinary, which had daily vfc iq 
the Army, as the Trumpet, Hnfignes, and fuch like, as ferued for ordinary 
diredion. Extraordinary , which were brought in as occafion was offered of 
^ * befideSjfomeweredeliueredty^w/y, as the vocall, femiuo- 

' call and mute fignes, which by proclamation, found of inftrumencs, or rc- 

prefentation were fct forth to the whole army at once; forae primly, as the 
word, and fuch like, which palled fecretly from one to another, and were re- 
ceiiiedpriuately intheeare. This variety was inuented, that in cafe one 
kinde failed, or would not ferue, another might, as I haue noted before 
out of Buidas vpon the ninth Chapter, and as ^lian teacheth in tliii 
Chapter. 

The ends of fignes arc two, one to order and dired our ownt forces, the 
other to diftinguiflithem from the Enemy. , 

1^4 rociisd. Becaufe I haue before fpoken of the diuerfity of vocall and mute fignes,. ir 

fhallnotbe amiffeheretofhewthe vfeof them both by examples, 
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And this is firft to be noted, that the Grecians in gouerning their tfoopeSj 
as much as they could, retained the vfe of the voice. In publike diredions 
they vfed xhcvoice of the Cryer ; I haue before noted ic vpon the $ Chapto 
If the command requiredthe Generali gaue it to his chiefe Com¬ 
manders fecretly by word: Of this kinde was the figne deliucred to difeerne 
enemy from his owne fouldi'ers inabattaile to be fought. Xenophon iXtmph.Haf, 
cethjtliatat fuch time as the yongcr Sindi..ydrtaxerxes were to ioyne^'*-*'^^'^* 
batraile, Cyrus fitting on horfe-backe aprettie diflancefrom the Grecian troopes, 
heard a murmuring not ft running along through their whole battaik, and tu-sking 
%.Qmfibot\{who was then prefent with him) what mi fie it might be, and what it 
meant, Xenophon told him, that the Word was now giuen the fccond time: Hee 
tvondcringwho hadreuealedthe Word to the Enemy, defiredto know what the new 
word was ■, Xenophon anfwcred,it was lupiter the Sauiour and vidory; which 
Cyrus hearing, 1 accept it, faith he, and let it be fa. T he murmure here mentio¬ 
ned arofe outofthedeliucringof theJ/^/.e^/ thebattatle^ which being deli- 
iiered to the inferioiir Officers by Clearchtss, the chiefc Commander of the 
Grecians, and the Officers communicating it to the S ouldiers, and the Soul- 
diers one to another, went thorough the whole body of the phalange with a 
fof t and ftil myfe of them ,thac whifpered it in the eares of their companions. 

Xenophon hath here fet downe,that the word was lupiter the fimiour andvicloryj 
In ^another place he hath, lupiter the Sauiour and Hercules the guide, iot ^ Xtnoyb.it expiii 

figne. To know who wasan^wwy who sl friend, the fouldiers meeting one 
another demanded the^g-^;^; if they deliucred the word giuen by the Gene¬ 
rali, they held them for if otberwife, (or enemies: ^ Folyentdleth ivolyn^Ul 
one Jcues an Arcadian Generali, who commanded his Souldiers to kill him, who- 
feeuerhe were that (hoiildaske the word :fo that he made the voice of the enemy ferue 
for the ivordto his owne. Souldiers. This figne was changed in euery baftailc, 
left, if ftill the fame fignes were vfed, the Enemy might happily come to the 
knowledge of them, and fo be taken for friend, vnder colour whereof much 
treafon might be wrought: not much vnlike the figne giuen in a battell to be 
fought,is^/jnv4i6/^ov^^r^/by night, which was vfually deliucred to the firft: 

Officers of the Army, and by them deriued to the reft, and fo brought 
downc to the Souldiers,and was no lefte obferued in a Citie, then in the 
Campe; in both which the fame forme of watching was held, faue that in 
a Campe there were Sentinels per due, as we terme them at this day (the Gre.- 
t MW called themwho ftood and watched without the trench of 
the campe; whereas the Cities for the moft part had Sentinels watching 
onely vpon the wals or market-place, or other pieces of ftrength giuing to, 
and receiuing the word from the rounders. And as the (tgnes of battaile va¬ 
ried vpon occafion, as the laft example fpefified, fo the watch-words were of¬ 
ten changed, for fcare they might come to the notice of the enemy; for the 
Enemy hailing the Watch-word,might nourillifpics in our Campe or Ci¬ 
tie, and haue certainc intelligence of all, that'paftcth there, as being taken 
for friends, bccaufe they carried the markc\and tokens of friends i,QX\(il\iQy\vtVQ 
changed not oncIyatthe;^£//£/£of the watch, which rime is the vfuall mo¬ 
ment of but oftentimes after for fearethat a 

Sentinell might be fnatched vp without the Campe by an enemy,or elfe be- 4 
caufe of treafon within, in reuealing the word to the enemy; oftentimes al- 
fotheygauea'^^^/i^/t’jwr.AonetothefentinelJ, another to the round; 
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fometimes added ato'the which kind they called „ 
asitwerea^jf-/^w,.-andtherearcall the fecrer /^ef9es^yrpord,vZfckr 
finde in the Grecian pra^ife. For the other words,as tfie exhor ration ofthe 
Generali to the Army, and the words of training dcliuered by the Cryer to 
theSouldicrs, (foreucry Company had aCryer, becaufehis voice wa- 
ftronger and lowder then the Captainesjthey neither are fecrer, and feem- 
rather to be in the nature of Commands,then Signes. The lingle tvordofbau

The voice then ofa man was vfed for a figne either when fecrecie w2rc- 
quired, or elfe where the Crier might bee heard in difeharging his duty by 
proclamation, bccaufe it was weake and could not extend to the hearing of 
ths whole Army 1 and many things required for publike and quicke diredi 
on, Injlruments of found were brought in. regetius faith very well, Bccaufe a 
multitude cannot begouerned by voice alone in the tumults offght, andbecaufc ma. 
ny things are to bee commanded and done.^ according to necijssiy^ the ancient vfe of til 
Rations found out,how the whole Army by fi^nes might with j^cedhaue notice of And 
follow that, which the Generali iudged froftable for it. 7 o heipe therefore the 
weakenelTe of the voicey inBruments of found were brought in, which were of 
three forts amongft the Grecians, the Trumgetyihe Flute, and the Harpe. The 
‘Flute was vfed by the Lacedemonmsxhe harpe by the Cretans , !(euen to the 
ioyning of battaile) all other Grecians vfed the Trumpet. ^ And yet in the 
battaile during the time ofy?^^/, And in retreats, the Lacedemonians alfo vfed 
• the trumpet, I haue noted it before vpon the ^ Chapter, where I haue alfd 
touched in what occafions and adions the trumpet was the ligne. Now will! 
giue fome Prefidents of the particulars thcce remembred. 

And firll the Trumpet gaue the figne of remouing the Campe; which ap- 
pearethby this preept when you w ill remouc your Campe without tumult 

you are togiuen commandement ouer night. tAndagaine, the fine day in which -^ol 
remoutyyouare in the morning by day light to ftgntfe theremoueby found oftkTmn. 
jpet three times, arid then remoue, and the Leaders and the armed arc to /roe out firll 
then the wagons, if any bee, and then other things which are carried for the vfe ofthe 
Arm,. Thus Z«, for the remoue by day. Bynight,theAtmyofthe(Jw/«j 
that fought with Ar taxerxes Xenophon reporteth) remoued after this fort. 
After the death of Cyrus, the Grecians that followed Cyrus, being in di- 

ftrenc,and pinched with want of aJ things,not knowing what courfe to take 

and hauing a meffage from Arteus (a chiefe Perfan Commander vnder Cyrn 
while he liued) to come and ioyne with him, that they might rcturne toge¬ 
ther to Ionia, from whence they firft began to march, clearchus the Princi¬ 
pal! Commander of Grecians being determined to doe as Arkus coiinfel- 
Icd, and yet loth the enemy fhould know ofhis departure, gaue thefe dire- 
dions to the Army, This mufdeyoar courfefiith hce, wee muftgoc euery man to 
hs lodging, andfupwith fuchproutfmashe hath, and when the Horne giueth the 
figne to refly trujfe vpyour baggage, at thefecond figne lay it vpon the carriage beads, 
at the third euery man follow his Leader^ The Captaincs and Coronels hearing 
this,did as they were commanded. This pradife of Clearchus diffcrech not 
much from Uos precept 5 for hee vfed three founds of i\iQtrumpet^ and fo Leo 
doth command: clearchus yet further fheweth what was bee doneatr/f^rf 
figne, which Z^<>pretermitteth, perhaps as a thing commonly knowne : Bc- 

fides^' 
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Mt^flearchus vfed all thefe fignes for another end,then for which they were 
firft inftituted. The Grecians at euening difeharged their workemen from 
their worke by found of trumpet y and that was called the figne of reft: then 
they diuided the night into foure parts,which were called foure watches, be- 
caufe rheir Sentinels were foure times releeued in a night,and. at euery rclicfe 
the Trumpet founded, Now the founds of the Trumpet by night, Clearchus 
conuerted into fignes for marching according to Leoes prcicripcion, and re¬ 
moued his Campe, the enemy not perceiuing it. Hence it appearech then 
that the Campe was rernoued by the found of the Trumpetx And yet I finde 
that Alexander brought in an alteration about this figne of remoouing: For 
•Cz/mw remembreth that at the firft vfed it, but perceiuing after¬ 

wards,that this figne could hardly be difeerned by the whole Army, oy rea- 
fonof the noile and ftirring of the multitude, thought it better to fticke 
downe a Pole, and vpon the top of it to hang a coloured cloth, to giue his Ar¬ 
my notice, that hee meant to remoue, and cuer after held himfolfe to that 
fignes. 

The Trumpet likewife was the ^figne of fight: And when all the Trumpets b xeiup. t. 
of the Army founded,it was called (in Latine CUfiium-,} and the sken* 

whole Army hearing this figne, began to aduBnce,and fungthe'^pajan, and 
gaue a jhout,and pvekntlyioynedwkh the enemy.The Greekehiftories eue- Di»l 

ry where giue teftimony hereof. sk.i.ii,}7u 

But wee are to note that this founding of trumpets all together, was before 
the Army came to ioyne with the enemy,and that the end of it was to ftrike 
a terror into the enemy, and to encourage and ftirre vp the mindes of their 
owne people to fightj for in the time of fight, they vfed anofocr manner ac¬ 
cording to this precept of^Leo,! would not aduifeyou to found withmany Trum ^, 
pets, during the time ofconfltcf, it being a thing both hurt full, and hringtngwith it lef# 
tumult and confufion .for thereby no Commander can bee heard. But if the place bee 
found plaine and men, the Trumpet of the middle battcU will bee fuffickntfor all the 
other battels: if it be vmuen,pr tU winde,at it often happeneth,boifltroHs,or the noife 
ofwaters hinder theclecrnejfe ofthe found, it will not beeinconuenient fora Trumpet 
toJpeake in euery battellfo that three may befounded in the whole Army, For the more 
thatfitlneffe is obferued, the Icfie [hall the youger fort ofSouldiers be difiurhed, or the 
beafis affrighted, and more terrible jhall the battell feerne to the enemy ^ and direHions 
be better heard and put in execution. 

The Trumpes were therefore fight, firft all founding toge¬ 
ther when the Army went to charge, iid afterward one or three at the moft 
during the time of fight. 

Andasrz^e figne ^ fight was giuen by the Trumpet, fo was the figne of 
retreat. 

This alfo is manifeft by the ftratagem o^Pammenes.‘Polyen relateth that hee f i* 

deceiued his enemies by vfing a contrary courfe in founding the Trumpet, then the * 5 -5' 
common manner was, cowman ling his Souldiers when hee funded the retreat, thy 
fiouldgoe techarge-, when he fotmdeda charge,thcy fimdd retreat: in doing whereof, 
hegreatly annoyed his enemies. The example of cited by mec in my 

notes vpon the 9 Chapter iheweth, that the trurnpet was vfsd iot retreats 
^nd the Hiftory of Callicratidas reported by Diodor. Scic, in his 15 Bpoke^wi-

• AtrXi,6.D{ ceiued, ' x^rrian hiflorietli of Alexander the C rear, that at his bein^r in the 

Countryof thcTaulanuans,his enemies Qlytns endGlancias, hid with mint 
horfefdart£rs,andpn -ersyandnot a few armedrnen, taken the sMountaines and 
^ high places, by which he was to paffe in returning. The place wasfir eight and wood- 
dyfoutvpen the one fide with a riuer, on the other fide with an exceeding hi^h 
mountaine, thefides whereof were very fieepe,fo that the Armte could not march mth 
more then foure armed in front.

Whether this march were t/^lia is right Indudion, a man would doubt, 
bccaufe it is not exprefied by Xenophon particularly how the bodies of 
die Phalange did march : Onelyhee fiiith> that Clearchus led iu 
binos faith the Latine tran fiation; I interpret ic 2 in Front. For two in 
depth ic could nor be, becaufe Xenophon fpeaketh of a (land made oftentimes 
by the Vaunt, which caufeJ the Reare to flay. And had the Army beene but 
2 in depth, it had bean all Vaunt, the looo o Grecians beeing ordered into 
two ranks and no more,each of them being 5000 mcn;bclidcs that,the Per¬ 
fian wondered at the multitude which pafled by him in fianke; which flank, 
if it had confifted of no more then two,his wonder would foon haue endcdc 
But Clearchus vfed Art to make his number feeme greater,and being but 2 in 
Front,they muft needs be 5000 in file;to which 5000 giuing 6 foot apeece 
for their open order,xht ground wil contain 3CX300 foot in depth, which ainouc 
to fix miles of ours. The vfage of the Lacedcmonhins was to march fomietimes piuc fooi make u 
with 2 inFronc,if the way were ftraight. So did Dercyllidas in Afia the lefie, pacc.sooooiooi; 
when entring into a City,his whole Army followed himpeacsably two in Front,

way that led to Crommm, ordered his Army 2 in font, as then his march fell out, 

’rVhen they approacheehne to mother, A rchidamus his arni^ being in a wing by reafon 
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loj thejlrdgknejfeof thew^j, thcArchadUm in a broad-frsnted phdanget ^ith tAv^ 
gets do j( faced together ^ the Lacedemonians ecu Id not endure the charge #/ the K^r- 
cadUns, and forthwith both Archidamus jya>f wounded through thethigh, and they 
paine that fought before him. Kee faith that Archidamus marched two in font 
wing.wife by realon of the ftreightneife of the way. In that he {aith wing.wife, 
he Ihewcth the army was drawne out in depth, which is proper to an indu¬ 
ction 3 andwhenhe makeththe way thecaufe^hegiueth a reafon, whyic 
fo marched. But to rcturne to that I firft propounded, the indu 5 ions hi¬ 
therto fpecified in the former examples feeme to differ from vSlians right, 
indudten, as neither hauing all the file-leaders in front, nor yet fingle bodies 
of the fame kinde one to follow another, the companies bein^ each drawne 
into one file,and then two, or three, or foure, or more of thele files laid to¬ 
gether jaccording to the largenefle of the way, and the refi of the army fol- 
lowing in the manner afore exprefied. 

5. i^gainfit is oppofedthe Cdembolosi] The CtElcmbolos is a wedge hol¬ 
low in front, and to be oppofed againft the right induction, faith vSlian. I 
iiauc noted before that it hath bc«ne the manner of all famous Generals to 
fittheembattailing of their armicstothcforiTiewhichtheencmy vfeth at 

8 ont/md {.1 c. the ti inc of ioyning: and therefore it much concerncrh the “ Commander 
of an army to be skilful! in all formes, which arc of true vfe, and to know 
the aduanrage that one carrieth againft another. The right indiidion is, 
and alwayes hath beene the ordinary forme to march in. To order your 
troopes in an aduantagious forme againif it, the Cielcmbolos was inuented: 
It is called by the Greckes a hollow wedge, bccaufe it is not filled vp in the 
middeft, butincludeth a void fpacc bias-wife in front betwixt the points of 
both wings, and ioyneth it leife together in thcrearc. So that to one that 
iliall view it bchinde it feemes a plaine wedge, and yet in propriety of 
fpeech it cannot be called a Wedge ; for a Wedge hath three Tides and three 
points, and beareth the true forme of a triangle 3 and with the former point 
it chargeth the enemy, as hath beene fhowne in the horfe-mans wcdgc.This 
bath but one point and two Tides, neither doth it charge the enemy with the 
point, but recciuing the front of his battaile into the empty fpace, firiketh 
vpon both the fiankes thereof with the wings, it hath opened,and fo fecketh 
to difirefTe it; the Cadembolos hauing this aduantage,that it fighteth with 
the beft men, viz,, the file-leaders ordered in the iniide of the wings thereof, 
not againff the file-leader of the right induction, but againft the weaker 
iort, who are ordinarily placed in theflankes thereof. The Latine names 
arc more fit and fignificant to exprefie the forme. By fome it is called a 
^paire of tongues,by otherCome paire of fbeeres, both appellations feruing 
^^•^^^^^’'■'^btherightformeofthe Ca?lembolos; forthe one and the other 
e‘.9.forp!3t .' ’ <^P<^n their foremoft parts to a pretty diftance, and the hinder parts, which 
are pinned and faftened together, end in a narrow point,as doth the C^eleni- 
bolos. And they were fo farre from rearming it a wedge, that they held it 
the beft forme to receiue and fruftrace the charge of the true wedge, as may 
* o- f.> ^ be fee ne in ^ Vegetius. 

6 . Which isframed whenl\ The fafhioning of the Cjelcmbolos fpringeth 
out theDiphalangc Antiftomus. What that Diphalange is, wefliallfcein 
the 40 chapter of diis booke. Thus much I may before-hand fignifie, that

For hereof tumult and confafon will freight arife, and the enemy wtUeaftlytakead* 
va Jtage ofjuch as are not ready or fall out to be difordered. I haue laid that the La- 
ttnes and Grecians diilcrin the name of this battaile, howbeit they agree 
both about the forme, which may here appearc by f/Elian, whore fcrnbleth 
It to the letter V, neither can there a better rcfemblancc be made; for as the 
letter Vconfjfteth of two lines which arc open in the top, clofe inthebot- 
tome,rodom this forme of battaile of two Tides, which in front are void 
opcn,anddi(rcuered,in the reare ioyned and clofed faft together, (f you will 
therefore frame this battade, youmuft firft makeafquarc, the file-leaders

Thern>^ 4 /i/,^i hauing the file-leaders in front, oppofeth two feueraU 
fronts :apainft the two wings of the C^lcmbolos, where there arenofilc- 
jcaders (for they are alwayes difpoled for the infide) and both auoideth the 
aduantage the Cielembolos fought,and maketh the Ccelembolos fight with 
the worn men, in as much as one of the Phalanges chargeth the front of one 
wing of the C jlembolos, the file- leaders whereof are in flankc with in the 
hollownclTe, the other chargeth the other. Now it hath this aduantage be- 
fides,thatitfparcthyf^A’//wforalloccarions, by off-holding the third Pha- 
laiige. If the Ccelembolos be beaten by the two oppofing Phalanges all is 
loft, and no h<yc left of winning the field,no other forces being to fccond it, 
wherenottyithftanding the Cxlembolos hauing gotten the better, may be 
curbed,and the viaory arrefted by this referue, and by the remnant of the 
other two Phalanges broken^

The enemy 
no fooner faw them giue ground,hut prefentlyfel on more eagerly imagining they fled .■ 
neither did they turne their faces any more,andthey who Jloodnext vnto them fought 
with all (peed tofaue themfelues by flight. Mnafippus couldgiue no aid to his ^flref- 
fed fouldters by reafon hec was hardly laid to by the Corcireans, that came to 
hands with himsand his number by little and litle decreafed.-at lafl the enemy in great 
numbers prefed themfore thatflood aboutfAv&H^'pwSswho were now reduced to a very 
few. And the armedfoot eft he Citty feeing what was dm abroad,iflued out, and af¬ 
ter they hadfame Mnafippus, they followed the cbace alloj them together.

4 Andpt incipallyprailifedagainft the Barbarians.] That it was much vfed a- 
mongft the Grecians I fod not in there hiftory - yet is there no doubt,but the 
vfe may be great in it as well as in the A mphiftomus. But I take the reafon, 
why it was foldome put in pra^ice, to be, becaufe the flankes of pikes in the 
(7wMwbattell were for the moft part, garded with horfe and light-armed. 
The front andrearehauing no fuch defence, were commonly attached by 
the enemy, feeking all aduant^e to diftrefle them ; and in cafe thehoffe 
and light-armed bee abfent, the flankes arc the feireft marke ofthe ene¬ 
my ; which can by no other meancs be fccurcd,but by facing that way where 
hegiueth on; which may be euidendy fecne by the fight Cyrus the elder 
had againft Cnc/w, which example you fhall fee ftt out in my notes vpon 
the 4^.

But the multitude of the 
Infuhrians,Boyans, andiaurifeans, after the Romans hacfrcceiued thier light-ar¬ 
med into their oattell, andaduancedthe cohorts, (ofarmed) toioyne hand to hand 
maintained a fieut fight, and albeit they receiued many woundes, yet fainted 
they not in minds,being onely inferior both generally and particularly in the kinde of 
armes they bore.

Alexando being to deliuer battaile to Pom a King of part of India, lying on 
the other fideofthe tiuef Hydafpes, found his enemies army to be thus em- 
battailedj He had flacedhu Elephants inthefiont loofoot diJiant enefrom ano¬ 
ther ; and hef laced them there togme terror to Alexanders Hor[e. for h:e imagined 
that no enemy durjl af^oach the jpaces betwixt the Elephants^ neither with Herjefor 
feare of the Elephants, and much leffe with foot,becaufe the armed on Ins fide were 
thereto reuiuethem,and the Elephants would tread and trample them 'under their 
feet. 2(ext he ordered the foot, not in an equallfiont with the beads, but in a fecond 
front after than,fi that the flcs camevp altnojl to the (pices betwixt she Elephants 
befdes, headdedfootiponthewingsabouetheElephans. On both the wings of the 
foot he ordered his Horje, and belore them his Chariots. T his was the ernhattailing 
^Porus. Ale xanderi(.f foone as he fiw the Indians fiand tn battaile array, caufed 
his Horfetomak alte,ihat hemight haue his foot come'vp, who aduanced flill for¬ 
ward. And when the Phalange was come unto him runningjhe cm hatlailcd it notpre- 
fcntly, nor forthwith ledit againfl the enemy, I ft he fhoidd delmer itwearyand out 
' of breath into the hands ofthe 'Barbariansjhat wercfrejh-,but circling andridirg here 
and there in rounds with his Horfe, be rested his foot, andgaue them time to ref 
themftlues. And after he beheld the Indian manner of Ernhatt ailing, hee thought it 
notgoodtogiuei'ponthemidltft (ofthefiont) where the Elephants ftcod, and the 
phalange was clofe ordered agairfi the Jpaces of the Elephants., fearing the reafons 
thatled9oi\x% toembattaileinthat forme. But,as hewasftrongerin Imfe, taking 
to him the moft of his Horfe,he fpeeded to the left wing of the enemy pn ptirpofe to giue 
§» there, andfentCc:£Vc\xswithT)Qtacttvc&histroope and his ownetr cope againft 
the right wing j commanding him,that when the Barbarians feeing his troopesyjheuld 
turue theirflrength of Herfe againft himflx^vius jhould imiade their backs. Hegaut 
the phalange to Seleucusj Antigones andliaaron to lead-, commanding them net 
tofallon, heforethey fawtheenemies foot andhorf put into a branfle ly his Horfe. 
What t^euentofthe fight was, 1 haue before ibewed in iny notes vpon 
the Phalange Amphiftomus, where I haue cited the latter end of this hifto¬ 
ry. Now may be leere by this example, chat Alexander began the fight not 
in'thc front, but in the fiankes 5 and tlie caufe why he did it,was,bccaule the 
front was exceeding ftrong by reafon of the Elephants. And by this meanes 
defeating firft the enemies Horfe, then his foot,he left the Elephants naked, 
and without defence againft the darts and other mifGue weapons of the Ma¬ 
cedonians, and gained a worthy viftory againft a ftrong enemy.

Diuers kindes rf batwd« are fitter (as 
Icoiicciue) tobceoppofed againftthishdtfc-battaile, tJicnme Plagiopha- 
lange. And, I take it, it is not therefore her® fet dow«e as the tejl forme to 
encounter, and repulfc the horfe, but rather to ftiev , that, ii yoii bee not 
otherwife able toauoide them, you miy in this*oriflc fuftame thclcflcr 
lofTe. For To much iraportes the rcafon of ^Elian w*. that, if you be broken 
in the mi Jdeft by the horfc, yet is nothing brol^> but a little ot tM depth, 
and the fury of the horfe is carried into tlie op^h held, <x not vpon the reft of 
the foot. If your foot battaile were flanked vuh a rmer, wo(^, tren^, wall, 
or fomc fuch other ftrensth, I would therwell hold with th:s realo^ For 
then might the foot open (as in the Dipialange Anaftornus) and fuffer the 
horfe to pafle through, and to faUino the tiuer, or vpori thatftrength, 
which you were flanked With all. when the horfe breaite through your 
foot, and pafle into the open field, pfey haueaduantage to turne againe vp¬ 
on your backe, and freedomcof a> many charges, as they lift to giue vpon 
you. The Plinthiuiti, the halfc Mwne, the Epicampios, or hollow-fronted 
battaile deferibed in the next folowing Chapter, ^d the wedge of foot,are 
to be preferred before the Plajiophalange. For all thefe kmdes are inucn- 
ted torepulfe horfe, in what l&rme fbeuer they giue on, and feme of them, 
in cafe the horfe be forward ii charging, to ouerthrow and difeomfit them. 
Of Ibme of chefe we haiie fjoken before, other fonae follow to be treated of. 
The Heteromckes horlc battaile, is not in our dayes much vfed, except it 
be in marching. The grejt Commanders of our time, rather m fight,order 
their horfe into aPlagiorHalangejwhich forme they hold more fit tor thevfc 
ofthe weapons ofour ^e.But the Plagiophalange of foOT remebi ^ by •/£- 
lian to encounter horfe,ought to be very ihallow in depth. For :i it inould be 
according to the old falbion,i 6 . in depth (which number the fiie of thc^da- 
cedonians held) or according to our cuftome i o. I fee not how it is pomble 
for a troope of horfe to breake it, or to pafle through it ir 'o the open field, 
the depth of the battaile being fufficient to fuftaine the cl: • e cf any horfe. 
How the Heteromekes, arid how the Plagiophalange are framed, 1 haue 
taught before in the thirtieth Chapter.

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one. For he rcfcmbkth it to two [ put togither, th at is one Gamma on oae 
llde, another Gamma on the other. Put therefore two Gammas togither 
in this fort^ ['] and you haue the perfed forme of the Epicampios Empro- 
fthia. The paflage is worth the recitallj although it be fomewhat long. For 
it both containeth th6 forme of the battaile, and the manner of oppofition 
againft it. Thus tlicn he writeth concerning the field fought betwixt Cyrus 
■■7’ the eider, and Cra^fns: (Vim both the Armies v)tr tin fight one of another, and 
Creefus being farre fufcrmr in number,refolued toouer-front Cyrus his handle, 
ordering his otvne Phalange manembotved forme (for cthertvife there it no way to 
ouer front and cnccmfajfe) he framed it on each fide like the letter f to the end that 
all his forces might fight at once together. Cyrus feeing this, continued neuerthelejfe 
his march, and held on with the fkmegace he had done before ^ and marking how the 
Enemy had made ^ the inflexion on both fides before., and extended iheirwingS‘, doe 
you perccifie, fli/d he to Chryfanthas, where they haue made their ^inflexion} Tes, 
^ faid Chrylanrhas j and I maruaile at it. for, me thwkes, they draw their vfinges 
^ ' to farre forward from the front of their owne phalange. T rue, Jaid CyruSj and 
from our Phalange too-But why dee they fo ? becauflthey feare, lefi thevnngtsbeinf 
ncerc to vs and their Phalange yetfarre of we fhould gine vpon the winges. But ho"^, 
jaid Cliry fanthas, can they in fo great difiance fecond one another f It is enident, 
faid Cyrus, that when their wings fall come and be right agairfl ourflankesy

j Thus Xenophon of the forme and vft of this battaile ; the forme being like 

two Gammas |’]. on either fideclofed, thevfeto encompaffe the aduerlc 
‘ battaile, and to fall vpon it on all Tides, And yet the forme and pradtife of 
the forme togither with the manner to oppofe againft, will moreplainely 
appearciii the following words : Crccfusfatth >Cenophon, thmkingthat the 
Phalange (\'yl. the middef of the battaile) with winch himfelfe marihed,vpas neeren 
to the Encm/c, then the wings, which were f retchedfoorth in length,gauc a fgnall to 
the wings, not to proc cede further, but to face to the Enemy in the ground, wherethey 
Ji cod ; w/jcn they had all turned their coiintenames toward the Army of Cyrus, he 
g.uic them another fgne to goe and charge the Em v/zV, to h i three Phalanges fet 
thcmflucs againft Cyrus Army-, the firft againft thef> ont, the other two, one againft 
thcright-flankt, the other againft th: left: So that the whole Army of QyzMS were 
put into a greatfeare- For as a f'mall Plinthitm compreh.nded in a great one, ft was 
the Army of Cyzus being enuironed euery where wit h the Enemies horft,and armed 
fvGt, and Targetires, and Archers, and chariots, failing onely in the reare. Notwith^ 
ftanding affoonc as Cyrus commanded, they turned their faces againft the Enemies .* 
“Tbeftlencconboth fidcs was great for dread of that, which was expe^ed. But when- 
Cyrus thougjitmeeie, he began thePaan, and all his Army anjwered him. After 
this they ^ifboutcd altogether, and Cyrus putting ffurres to his horfe, with his horfe- 
n:cn gauc vpon the Enemiesftanke, and with all feed came to hands. The foot pre¬ 
fen tly foHcwingin good order wrapped in the Encmie here And there, and had a great 
deale the better-. For they charged the wing in a Phalange, fb that the Enemy was 
(con hwithput toflight: h i cher to Xenophon- In which latter words we may fee 
rlic forme of the Epicampios more fully exprefled. For firft heefheweth 
rliat wings of the Phalange of Creeftus were aduanced a good way before the 
front ol’nlic Phalange it felfc. Then that the front of thefe wings aduanced, 
came vp asfar as the reare of Cyrus his Phalange.Thirdly,that they marched

H E Battaile to be oppofed againft the Epicampios is 
called Cyrte of the circumferent forme. This alfomak- 
cthfemlalanceof fmall forces, by reafonoftheconuexi- 
ty of the figure. For all round thingsfeemelittleincom- 
pafle, and yet ftretched out in length, andfingled, they 
proue twice as much as they appeared to be. As is eui- 
dent in Pillars which are round, and therefore in fight fhewthe onehalfe, 
and conceale the other. The greateft piece of skill in embattailing, is to 
make fhew of few men to the enemy, and in deed to bring twice as many 
to fight.

t T H E forme of this baf taile, albeit it be a halfc Moone, and is called by 
* Tol^biui Menoeides,yetisitin a manner contrary to the Menoeides 
defcribed in the 44 Chapter of this Booke. That turned the coricauity of 
haiiownefle backward toward the reare, and die td'o hofnes againfl: thee- 
neray, and fought to encompaffe, this turneth the conuexe dr outward pare 
foremoft, not the horries,ahd cndeaiidureth to auoid encompafling: Forthe 
EpicampioS jifa man fhoiild enter into the hollownclTe thcrcoff clalpetl* 
bi'.nin,andisablctochargehimirifront, ^nd on both flanks at One tune.-

And a little after hedcclarcth the manner of fi^hr, 
Then the heany-armed footfrucceeding the light armed, encountred together .'^The 
Spaniards therefore and Gatds awhile brauely maintained their order and ftfrt a- 
garnfrthe Rdmans ; but being otter-preffed, they turned their backi, an.d retried, di-C 
fritting the forme of their halfe Moone. The Roman Cohorts cour.monjly fullvwingea- 
fily broke afimder thehattaile ofthe Cdts, which at firfl was Or.lcreim a fmall depth • 
ihem\eltm transferring the thicknefre of their battailefrom th'ewin s ofthe middeft, 
where the fight was ^for the middefl and the voinas fought not at the fame time. The. 
middeft began the fightfrji,becaiife theCelts ranged in a haIfeMoone,horemuch more 
forward the the wings,hatting not the hdlewnes but the prominentfwcllingofthehalf. 
Moom lying out toward the enemy. So the Romans following efr running together to the 
mddefi,where the enemygauegroitd, entered fo far into the enemksbattaile,th;tt they 
hsAthe heatiy-armed Lybians oneithcrof thetrflanks-, of whom thofroftherHit wing 
ptetugtotheTargetycharged them on therighf,thofef the left wing,faan^ts the pike, 
vpon their lefrftdefrccafio itfife /hewing what was fit to he don;: fo that itchaced 
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as Amha\\hdd forefiene, that after the defeat of the Celts, the Jlmmsfurjuin? 
the^ vi^or-^ ^ fhould fall out to he endofed in the middejl of the Ljbtans- So Polihi^ 
oFthe prominent halfe moon or Cyrte^which Annihd vFcdjto which oFpur- 
pofehe gaue to make thinnerfe, becauic it flioiild be broken & beaten and 
the enemy drawn into the fnares as it were,and ambufh of the ieconds that 
iSjOftheLybianheauy armed. IFic had had the due proportion of depth it 
might haue flood a longer time againft the efforts of the enemy, and difpu- 
ted the vidory againft the broad-fronted phalange; againft which if it may¬ 
be oppofed, there is no queftion but it may be let againft the Epicampios 
becaufe the broad-fronted phalange hath all her forces vnited together, the 
Epica.mpios fighteth oncly with her two wings,the middeft of the battailc 
being far re from ioyningj vnleffe a man be compelled to enter into the hol- 
lownelfe of the front, in which cafe both the front and the wings may an¬ 
noy him.

btirg defeated they would dtf outage their cwnejide, and breed new courage m the 
enemy’ I be enemy ranged h:s horflike a phaiau're of artntd foot in a great depth 
without ieyning foot with them. But E..afninondas made a frong pledge of his horfe 
alfo allotting them ' foot which had no herfes,co.. cettiirg that cm tmg ajimder the ene- 
jLis^t-'Sicnei horje, he jhuuld eaftly ouerthrow their whole army. for you frrJi hardh fnd any, 
that will make good their ground, after thy fe them oftheir oivne fete t kc them- 
femes to their feet. ^And to the end^ to with hold the Athmians f om fccouring 
thof: of the left wingnext 'vnto ihem, he placed both ho: fe andfot tight ouer a; amfi 
them vpon the hih, to put them in feare of charging their nare, iftl eygaue ayd vn- 
io the enemy, f ted he on to the charge, and was not deceiued of his hopes. For hauing 
the better wherefi .uer hegaue on, be put the whole army of his a uerfaries to flight. 
So Xenophon • Where you may note noc onely a jauare of horfe defeated oy a 
wedge of horfe^ but alfo a fquarebattadeoHoot defeated by a wedge of foot. 
And to {hew more plaincly, that the forme of thejv£^(7£isfoicible againft 
abroad fronted Phalange, I will recite two examples more. The firft is 
out of r. Liuius, who writeth of a battaik fought betwixt the Romans and 
fMm. .Ccltibcrians thus . The Celtibenans knowing that the Roman arm v hard rg fpoyled 
their Countrty,would retire through aforrefl called Manlim his forref, bidthem^ 
[eiues in it offurpofe, to the end to fill ujpon the Romans 'upon aduantage and vnlco- 
kedfor. When the Roman army hndentredtheferrcfl byday-lght, the enemy rifling 
cut hisambiifh vpon thefuddeninttadedthem on boihflanks, Flaccus (hec 

was the Roman Oenerall) fein'i,fttllcd the tumult by the Captaines co^mandhg e- 
very man to h:s placCiand armies, and bringing the baggage andcarriare Itafls toge-. 
tkrfe cor Hanth and without feare embattailed his army partly by himfdjt,part~ 
I by his Legates and by the iribunes of the fouldiers, as the time andplace required. 
The c.cmy came on, and the skirmifh was attached in the vttermefl parts ofthe Ro~ 
man ?ha Unge,and at lafl the hatta. les ioyne i T hefft was hot in all parts, but for- 
tune diu -rs: for the Legeons behaued them flues braucly, and the auxiliatie, in both 
wings as well. The mercinaries were hardly laid vnto by the enemy (who bore the like 
armes,and was a better kind offuldier)^ had much ado to makegood their ground. 
The Celtibcriansywhcn they [aw they could not match the legions in the ordinary man- 
oier of fght, and Enfigne againft Enflgne, caf them flues into a wedge, andfoaffay“‘ 
led thehemans: in which kind of fght they are 'opowerfud, that they are feared ■ to 
berefifled. Thenthelefonsalfohranced, andthebattdlwas almof broken^ which 
danger whenVheewsperceiued,he rode to the legtonary horsemen And is there no 
helpe myoufitdhe ? This army willmmediately be lofl. when they cryedont at ail 
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hatads, they would gladly doc whatfoeuer he commanded. Double the trerpx, fid 
if both legions,andwith all your might force your horfe a:yvnll this wedge of the e.. 
nemy, wherewith they prejje vs: you jha/l doeit mcrczdolemly, ifyoiigiueon, draw , 
ingoffthe horfs bridles,which the Roman horfemen haueofun done heretofore to thetr 
great comendation.They obeyed,andpulling off their h'orjes bridles theypajjed &repaf 
{ed through the enemies wedge twice wilhgrcatf aughtcr,cti(ryone breaking his fiajfe. 

The Celt iberians after the breaking and ciijperfng of their wedge,in which all their 
hoperemained,began to be afraid,and almofl quitting the fight, [ought where they 
might befl to faHethemfelues. Hitherto Liuy. In which palfagea mail may ob- 
lerue the'violence ot the wedge, which if it be rightly managed, is of won- 
derfull power to brealce and difpart any fquarc it {hall fall vpon. The other 
example or precedent,is out of cAgatku^s, where he deferibeth thebattailc 
betwixt A'a^y£’;(the Emperour luflmians Licurenant, and //■««.? Gene- ^ 
rail of the Frcnch-meii. He hath thus. Narfes when he came to the place where 
theflght feuld be, ordered prefect ly hi: army into a Phalange. The horfe wereran- 
gedtn the wings ; Himfelfeflood in the right wing, and next him Zandalas Captains 
ofhisfoUowers, and with him alibis mercinary andhoufhold feruants, that were not 
-vnfltfor ticwarre,v-on either fdeof him was Valerian ;W Artabanus, who were 
commanded to hide themfelues a while in the thicke cf the weed, that was thereby „• 
and when the enemy ioyned, to fall out fuddenly and vrdooked for vpon them, and to 
pit them into an amaz^ement. T he foot had all the face in the middefl, andthefle-' 
leaders toynedfwulder to floulder being armed with curares and ether pieces of armour 
reaching downe to the foot, and with cashes: Behind them were other fouldiers ordered 
euenasfarre as to the open folds. The light armed and fit ch as vfdflyi.yg weapons 
were cafl in the reare, expecting a fign.iH of employment. The middflwas rifrued 
for the Hernly,and rcmaincdempiy, bcciiufe they were not yet come vp : Bucelinus 
adnanced his battdl,andallran chcerefufly againjl the Romans, not leifurely, and in 
good order, but rafhly and tumultuoufly, as if with the very cry they would hane rent: 
afunder all that flood againfl thcm.T he forme of their baltail’e was like a wedge:, For 
it refembleth the letter Delta. And the front which Jl.ot out in a point, was cotiered 
and clof, by rcafon it was hemmed in with Tar rets ( you woul\ bane f:idthey com- 
ierfeited fwincs head) butboihthe flanks on each fide lyingoui by files in dep^h, 
andflretching backward byajwife, by little, and little wen parted and fueredone from 
another, an i hearing out ft ill toward the reare ende • at lafl in a great diflancefj that 
the ground in the rniddefl betwixt them was empty , and the baches of the foul hers 
thatwereinthe wedge, appearedclea.ne through the f les hneouered. For their faces 
were turnedcontrarirvife one from another, io the end, they might hearc them toward 
the enemy, and f me thcwfelucsfrom blowes, by cafling their Targots before them, 

•and fecure their backe by placing i hem oppofite to the backes of their fcllowcs. {.A^ 
thingsfellout according to Narfes to whom both a fiire opportunity was 
prefented,andwho had wifeh heffre contriuedwh.it was to be done. For when the Bar¬ 
barians running on fitrioufly fill vpon the Romans with a flout and outcry giuingvp^ 
vnthe milder they prcflntly broake the front ofthofe thatflood in the voidjpace, (for 
the Hcruli were not yet come vp) and the leaders of the point of the wedge cutting a~ 
funder all that flood in their way, euen to the vttermofl depth of the fie, and yet ma¬ 
king no great flaughtcr, were carried beyond the bringers vp of Narlcs hattaile, and 
fenne of them continued t heir courfe further, thinking to take tn the Roman Campe, 

Then Narfes prcflntly turning about and extending out his wi:. gc, and making (asi 
fhcTablickspamelis) an cinprofthia, commanded the archers on 

hrfL 
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Im jebacke to feni their arrowes bj turnes^ 'v^n the backes of the enem-^j which they 
enfily performed. For being on horfebacke higher then the Barbarian foot , they might 
at thctrfleafure ftrike them, as they aeimncedforward^ being in a great bredth, and 
nothing tofhadow them. Hitheno /igathias. It would belong torehearlethe 
reftof the baccaile which he exaggerateth rhetorically. I haue recited fo 
much, as both (lievveth the flrengthoftheir^^/^^, and withall the manner 
which was vfed by Narfes , to ouerthrow it. For I find three kinde of waves 
which hauebcenepradtifed to refift and defeat it. One by charging ic 
with horfe, before it enter the aduerfe battaile, as Flaccus did againftihe 
Celtibcrians. The fccond to frame the aduerfe battaile empty in themid- 
deft(fiiling it with fome fouldiers notwithftanding for fhew) and when hee 
entreth the fpace, to plyc his reare with fhot, and charge it throughly as 
2{nrfes did. The third to oppofe againft it a hollow wedgeiwhkh VeqetiusczL 
lethforfex) and recciuing and letting in the point of this wedge into the 
hollownelfeoftheother to clafpe it in, and charge icon all fides. LAgainfi 
the wedge faith Vegecius, is vppofed the battaile called forfex, a patre of 
jheeres : Fontis famed ofthebejlandvaliAnteftJditldierstothe ftmilitudeefthe 
Utter V. anditreceiueth in, and embraceth the wedge^ fa that it cannot breaks 
through it.

For as in all other battailes the file-leaders ought firft to attach the enemy, 
fo is it likewife in thefetwo formes.But where ty£lian faith,that this battdl 
is made out of the VtphaUnge AmiftomuSi by ioyning the wings in front,and 
‘ opening them behinde, I take the Text to be corrupted. For the Dipha¬ 

lange Antiftoraus hath the filc.leaders within, fo refift the horfe that chi-ge 
them, as the 40 Chapter teacheth ; this hath the fileJcnders without to 
breake the enemies battaile and difieuerit. The Civlembolos indeed is fra¬ 
med our of the DiphalangcAntiftomus . £utthe wedge of this Chapter 
fpringeth out of the Phalange Antiftomus,which hath the file-leaders with¬ 
out. And fo I am of opinion, it ought to be read in the Text. And yet there 
is no queftion but another way of %uring the wedge may bepradfifed^then 
to leaue it hollow behind. In this Chapter it is called Embolos, andt/f/«» 
faith it is borrowed of the horfe-wedge : Now that the horfe. wedgeis fo-

Of which the firft hachbccne vfed by 
all antiquity, efpecially by the Grecians, whenfoeuer the enemies ouer- 
topped in number, and they feared to be charged on all fides.

Army vndeiihcir Nicias one ofthe Athenian Generals put his part of the army in a Plefium^ and fo 
(tommani marched before : Demofthenes f brother At hem an Gcm>ilf follomd mththe 0- 
ikrpart ofthe army in the fame forme. T he armed tookc imo the ho/lotvneffe oftheir 
battailes the cartage and vmifefullmultitude- When they came to the foord cjtoe ru 
Iter Anapisy they found the Syracufians and their allies embattaded , rvhom 
hauing beaten from thcplacey they pafjed oner and ccntinusd heir march. Ihe^yra, 
cufian horfe fill charged-) and the light-amicd ccafed not to ply them with mifiac 
rveapons ; but yet they came not to hand-blowesy fearing to hazard dgainf men def- 
perately bent to fell their hues deer eh . At lafi wearying them with many dayes skir~ 
mifhy anddtforderingtheir army^ they forced them to yeeld. This Hiftory is at 
large fet downc by Thucydides. 1 haue abridged it, left it fhould take vp too 
much roomc; and yet haue exprelfed both the forme in his words, and fur¬ 
ther the mcanes, that the enemy vied to breake it, and to get the vidory. 
’ xm h dt ex' ^ forme wasvfed by theCrecians at their returne out of Perfia,after that 
Clearchus and rheother Coroneis wereenfnared by TijJaphernes, and put to 
death: and againe by Xenophon y when he retreated, after he had failed of the 
taking of Jfidatci prifoncr, not farre from Pergamus a City of Lydia. For 
tlic meanes to diflblue this battaile, thcprincipali is, not to charge at hand 
thofe that ftand fo embattailcd, but to ply them faire off with miffiue wea¬ 
pons; which is man ifeft by the fight of the Syracufians againft 'Piicias^nd 
the Athenians; and by that of the Periians, who fo aftayled Xenophon in his 
. retreat laft mentioned. ex£//rf»letteth againft it another forme of battaile

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fiaced within their battaile, not for any religion fake, but to the end , that framing 

their motion fo the found ofthe injlrument, they might not in the march breake their 

order ofcmbattailing., which great armies often doe tn admneing; to ioyne with the 

enemy, when they were ready, to ioyne, King Agis bethought hmfelfe ofthis flrata- 

gem : it is the manner ofall armies inthe enfet to f retch out their right wings, and 

with them to circumuent and encompajfe the left wings of their aduerfaries ; becaufe 

euery fouldier care full of his ownefefety feekes to cotter his vnarmedfide with the tar- 

get of him that (landeth next to his right hand, and i'magineth that the fetting of tar- 

gets clofe, ferues for the bejl defence againji the enemy. The cattfi is this ; the corner .. \ 

jile-leader oj the right wing deftring to withdraw as much as hee tan his naked fide 

from the weapons ofthe enemy proceedeth to the right hand, and the rejl follow him. 

And At that time the Mantineam a great dealt oucr-reached the Scirites with their 
wing. The Lacedemonians and Tegeats much more the Athenians, byrea fon theyo. 
nermatched them in number. Agis therefore faring the encornpafsing of hts left 
Wing, feeing that the front of the 'JM&ntineans was very broad, and farre extended, 
gaue afigne 10 the Scirites and Br aft deans tojlrctch out their wing^ and to ecjuall the 
fontofthe^Jtaantineans. And for the voidfpace thatfhould remame vpon their ad¬ 
vancing', he commandidtwo Folemarchs Or Coronels, Hipponoidas and Arifto- 
cles to lead therin two cohorts from the right wing, and fllvp the voidfpace, concei¬ 
ving that he jhould,this nolwithjhnding, Icaue himjelfefirength enough in thtright 
wing, and that the wing oppojed againji the Mantineam -Jhould hereby be better en¬ 
abled to the encounter.But it happened that Hipponoidas Ai ilkiclets followed not 
thefe direHions, whether the reafin were in the fudden oejfe of the comnianiU or in the 
freuention of the enemies giving on .• for which fault they wire afterward banifhed 
Sparta,as men effeminate ^ cowards, when they came to hands, the right wing of the 
Mantineans put the,Scirites and Brafidiahs to flight. And they and their allies.^ and 
the 1000 feleSied Argiues falling into the empty [pace, that was not filed vp^ made a 
greatjlaughter oftheLacedemoniansi and emomp fsing themforcedthem toturne 
their back'es in haf,andflye to their waggons, and Jhie alfo Jome of the elder fort of 
fouldiers,that were left for guardthere.Hiihcxio 'Thucydides. I proiecute nor 
the remanent of the battaile, becaufe it is fomewhac long. That which I 
haue recited is erough for my purpofe, namely to llicw the manner of ouer- 
winging. Thus then apply it. The Adantineans. had their right wing farre 
extended beyond the point of the left wing of the Scirites and brafiaceans,- 
who by marching out to the left hand fought to equail the front of their ad- 
uerfaries^ but left the giound voyd, wherein they were firft placed. This,

At the battaile ot P'atca whicli was 
fought betwixt the Grecians and iMardonius, Xerxes his Generali ; the Greg 
cian Army confifting of looooo. the Pcrfian of 500 thou!and, the Greci¬ 
ans at the firft encamped at the foot of the Mountaine Cytheron ; but ha¬ 
ding the place fitter for the multitudeofthePcrlians, then for thcinfcaies, 
they retpoued their Campe^ andchofc a more commodious piece cf ground to ptirfue the 
totallvichry. For there was on the right hand a hi fto hi If on the left,raa the riuer 
Afoptis. The Campc was pitched in the middle fpace,which was fortijiedby the nature 
andfafenefe of the plot of ground. Therefore the flreightntfe of the place much fu 
mured the wife counfellofthe Grecians^twardthc obtaining ofvicJorj. For there was 

noroome for the Perfiens to extend their Phalange in any great proportion of length ^ ^ , 

fi that many Myriades of the Barbarians came to be if novfe. The Grecians therefore 
in confidence of the place Muanced their forces to fight, and ordering them flues ac- 
wdingto the prefent eccafon, ledagainft thecnemy. Maidonitis being compelled td

For that is 
rilc grace and beauty fas I may ter me iej of a Phalange ordered for fierhf 
This proportion cannot be maintayned ^yithout obferuing diftance c^uril 
Qufly. Open order is lixe foot both in ranke and file betwixt man and man 
euery way. If then any iouldier in file gather vp to his leader, and ftand at 
diftance of three foot, it is nianifeft, that his ranke is thereby difturbed and 
madevneuen, although the file continue ftreight. Contrariwifedfhebcai^ 
Hmfelfe out of his place, three foot toward cither of his fide-men, by this 
mcancshedifordererhhisfile and raaketh it crooked. This fiultifitwere 
tomittedby many, a generall diforder would follow in the body ; and

Countermarch is the third motion vfed in the change ofa battaile. The 
vfi- and nccellity thereof appearcth in tA^lian before, and that there are two 
kindes, one by file, the other by rankc. The words of command thathcc 
here ferteth downe, areonely of countermarch by file, which may be redu¬ 
ced to tv/ok:nJes,w:i. the Countermarch of the front and the Counter¬ 
march ofthereare. That ofthe front hathlikewife two kindes, the Lacede¬ 
monian and the Chorean; That of the reare onely one, and it is called the 
Macedonian Countermarch.

10 'The Lacedemonian Countermarch. 

This is one of the Countermarches by file, and of the front. The man¬ 
ner isjthat the file-leaders beginne the Countermirch and paile beyond the 
reare, their files following them.

bout, and ftand. The word is: 

Counkrmarch the reare to the right or left hand. Race about to the con¬ 
trary hind^andftand. 

The other when the file-leaders face about to either hand, and the reft of 
cheranks beginning at the iccuncl ranke,rucce|fiuely pafll- thorow the Ipaces 
of the file leaders to the hand ap pointed, placing themfelues euery man oe^ 
hind his next leader, and facing about as they did.

Cbfc nie, that in Countermarch by ranke, the three Counrermarches 
iJ\-!aced.inian^L.H'edfmoniHn^ and Chorxau may be pradtJlcdj as well as in 
Counrcmiarch by file. If the flanke neereftto the enemy begin the Coun¬ 
termarch, this the Macedonian countermarch, bccaufe it makeih a liiew 
of iliifting away. If the flanke furtheft from the enemy begin, it is the 
Lac edemonian, in that it carricth a femblancc of failing on. Bur when one 
flankc countermarchetbjtill it come iulfvp to tbee)ther,anu nolardicrj it is 
the Chortcaiij bccaufe it keepeth the iaine ground.

In doubling you murt doe the like. 

In countermarch likewife, whether you countermarch the whole bo¬ 
dy, or rhe parcels thereof, you are to returne by the contrary 
hand. 

After wheeling, there ought to be a facingto the fame haitd firft be¬ 
fore you returne, and then a returning the contrary way about 
the lame corner file-leader, about whom the motion was tirft 
imide. This is to be vnderffood of wheeling the whole body. 

In wheeling the front into the flanks, after wheeling performed, the 
body before rerurningis to face to the Commander, then to rc- 
turne about the fame bringers vp, till all come to be as they 

. were. 

In wneeling the flanks into the front, after the wheeling is made^ 
the body is to face likewife to the Commander, then facing a- 
bout to the right or left hand to return to the firit pounce about 

the two middle file-leaders, as about their center.
